Claims 1-7 liave been canceled. Therefore, claims 8-11 are currently pending in 
this application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-7, were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicants Amendment filed on June 24, 2009 have 
canceled claims 1-7 and added claims 8-11. The newly added set of 8-1 1 are allowable 
over the prior art. The closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 5,645,593. 

Therefore claims 8-1 1 are allowable.
